We are committed to 
halting the progress of the Far Right, in pursuit of an 
independent working class movement. At the same time, we 
intend to expose the fault lines in orthodox left thinking and 
practice, charting a new course for class politics based in the 
real world.

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EDITORIAL 

A CLEAR AND PRESENT DANGER 

In Canada the Far Right have been largely relegated to the margins of 
society. Unlike in Europe, where they’ve penetrated the political 
mainstream, or in varying degrees across the US where they’ve 
dominated the argument in many walks of working class life, groups like 
the Heritage Front don't outwardly seem to pose a significant threat. But 
at a time when mainstream political parties in Canada lurch ever further to 
the right, the reemergence of the Heritage Front and its allied satellite 
groupings signal a gathering storm. 

Media and critics downplay the relevance of a mainstream political party 
like the Canadian Alliance, who espouse ideas akin to there being too 
many non-white immigrants coming to Canada, that abortions should be 
rendered inaccessible, and that capital punishment be dutifully enforced. 
That such views warrant their own political party is cause enough for 
concern. Systematic ‘social-cleansing’ and race attacks have occurred in 
absence of an organized extreme-right presence - electoral or otherwise. 

The interim strategy of so-called ‘fringe-Right’ outfits like the Heritage 
Front - who recently established an operational hub in Hamilton, Ontario - 
is one of working to push existing political terrain further rightward. At 
the same time, they strive to maintain a dynamic gloss by claiming to act 
in radical opposition to government ‘softness’ and liberal ‘political 
correctness’. And when they gain ground in times of economic strife, it 
hasn't been due to reasoned political answers and charismatic 
personalities, but rather they appear credible in absence of a worthwhile 
progressive alternative. 

The Left in North America has become predominantly composed of the 
middle class and dominated by that class. Its direction is thus determined 
by these characteristics as activity on behalf of community and on behalf 
of themselves becomes two vastly different things. Steeped in anti¬ 
immigration rhetoric, the "equal rights for whites’ campaign of the HF 
makes a bid for disparaged communities where local government has 
proven unable or unwilling to implement necessary change; the same 
communities the outmoded and outflanked Left have also abandoned. 

A public forum entitled “Who Should get into Canada?** convened in 
response to the recently proposed Immigration and Refugee Protection 
Act, took place in Toronto at the end of February. The forum heard that 
“An economic downturn could produce a backlash against immigrants 
despite opinion polls showing Canadians’ positive attitude toward 
immigration at an all-time high” (Toronto Star - 03/01/01). In order to 
prevent the likelihood of a racial backlash, now is the time - albeit in 
possibly the most difficult of times - to build a serious alternative to the 
influence of the Far Right during its renewed stages of development. 

But, while the protest and lobby hallmarks of the liberal Left may usefully 
serve to portray an entertaining ‘show’ of resistance, progressive political 
change requires much more. In order to build a successful challenge to the 
Far Right and the conditions that harbor them, we need to show that we 
are not only against something - we're for something as well. The first 
task at hand is to ensure that if a successful challenge is made, that it only 
comes from a progressive - not a reactionary - quarter. If the Heritage 
Front challenges the confines of its marginalization and attempts to 
manipulate an area for growth, it's job one to remedy the situation with a 
community-based antidote. Given that the foremost organized presence in 
working class communities are those of a criminal nature, this is a 
monumental challenge with little chance of easy victories.

EVERYWHERE THEY GO 


Apparently, the long-moribund Heritage Front is attempting a 
comeback. They’ve found safe haven on the Internet 
throughout the downtime over the past few years, thanks 
mainly to Marc Lemire, recruited into the HF during their 
first stint in the early nineties. Since that time Lemire has 
become self-appointed frontman for the group, maintaining 
its only sign of life - a collection of rag-tag web pages cross- 
linked to each other, much like the collection of paper 
organizations housed there. In terms of a renewed ‘active 
presence’, this has so far been limited to sporadic circulation 
of recruitment leaflets on campuses and car-windshields. 
Although their commitment to ‘follow-through’ remains to 
be seen, the argument is right where they want it. As such, 
they have the advantage of playing it at a leisurely pace. 

Their immodest presence has largely gone ignored by the 
usual ‘sandal and placard’ opposition who prefer to see the 
far-right seig-heiling in true Hollywood fashion before 
unfurling their banners. For all outward appearances, the HF 
‘rebound’ has been a quiet one. 

With more or less the same lack of fanfare, Class Action 
began its low-level entry into the field, counter-leafleting in 
each of the cities the HF claim to have active chapters. 
Significantly, the CA leaflet itself appeals to the support of 
locals who might otherwise be coaxed into joining the HF’s 
bankrupt crusade, speaking to the need for building a 
progressive, pro-working class alternative. This campaign has 
mainly concentrated in Hamilton, a working class tow n 
where the HF recently set up shop. CA supporters are making 
attempts to re-ignite contacts in the various localities in 
southern Ontario and eastern Canada, highlighting key areas 
for future development. 

In w estem Canada, the American-based National Alliance 
has announced the launch of a Canadian branch of its “pre¬ 
eminent White nationalist organization’’, recently making it 
official with the launch of.... wait for it.... a website. Again, 
through minimal effort, these hucksters have already 
managed to gamer media attention on a number of occasions. 
Where they’ve been condemned by liberal opponents who 
lack adequate counter-arguments, the NA bet wagers they'll 
appear ‘radical* to frustrated whites by contrast. 

“The National Alliance, one of the fastest growing hate 
groups in the U.S., has posted dozens of stickers and 
pamphlets around the town of Brooks, 150 km southeast of 
Calgary ... Mayor Don Weisbeck said he was bewildered by 
the group's decision to focus on Brooks, one of Alberta's most 
culturally diverse centers. ... “We have more than 85 
languages in the town, ” he said. “I don’t think these guys did 
their homework. I’d be very surprised if they found support 
here.”” (Calgary Sun, 19.6.01)

OCTOBER RALLY 


Anti-fascists in the area are travelling to Ottawa on the weekend 
of October 20th to rally in commemoration of Canadian 
Volunteers who fought in Spain 1936-1939. 

The Mac-Paps were a unit of the International Brigades, a 
volunteer force recruited world-wide to oppose the fascist 
forces bent on overthrowing the government of Spain. Formed 
in Spain in 1937, the battalion was named for the leaders of the 
1837 rebellions in Upper and Lower Canada. Despite their 
governments opposition, more than 1,500 Canadians 
volunteered to fight with the Republican forces in the Spanish 
Civil War. They fought courageously for their ideals, suffering 
heavy losses in major battles. About half survived to return 
home in 1939.

In recent times, Canadian veterans and their supporters have 
campaigned on a number of issues, working tirelessly to ensure 
their rightful place in history. This has been a significant aim 
indeed, considering the antagonistic role maintained by the 
Canadian state against its citizens who chose to enlist in the 
‘Good Fight’ and in light of their collective omission from 
‘official’ historical accounts. Now, in their ow n w ords: “One of 
the most important commitments is a promise to fulfill the 
veterans’ wish to create a national monument honoring the 
veterans in the nation’s capital, Ottawa.”

RACE and REASON

After at least six years of silence, The 
Heritage Front is once again testing the waters 
of tolerance. Formally announcing its 
reactivation at the beginning of this year, the 
HF summarily followed up with a leafleting 
near Hamilton’s Henderson Hospital on 
February 10. Their leaflet, entitled 
‘Community Health Alert - Immigration Can 
Kill Yoii’, called for an overhaul of 
Immigration's screening procedures in 
response to an immigration-related Ebola 
virus scare the weekend prior. 

The arrival of a ‘desperately ill’ 
Congolese visitor to Canada via the US 
sparked widespread hype and hysteria, 
drawing national attention to the state of 
Canada's immigration system, currently 
the subject of much debate. Playing up on 
the media-whipped frenzy, the HF’s self- 
styled ‘community health warning’ came 
dashing onto the scene with assertions 
that all misery-causing immigrants to 
Canada happen to be non-white. Genuine 
interest in actual health and community 
concerns aside, the issue for the Heritage 
Front is an unmistakably racial one. The ever- 
thorny topic of immigration is and always has 
been the HF’s meal ticket. 

Heritage Front’ organizing peaked in the early 
nineties, steeped in a strong anti-immigration 
platform, recruiting largely through an “Anti- 
Immigration Hotline**, and active mainly 
around related legal tribulations. In 1994 
Wolfgang Droege and his cronies jacked it in, 
licking wounds awarded to them by the 
original ARA formation, drawn out court 
cases, and revelations that a CSIS mole had 
co-founded their organization and 
actively/financially encouraged its 
confrontational approach. Throughout its 
relatively short run, the HF were never once 
able to control the streets or pull off a 
successful activity in the area. 

These days, they don’t necessarily need to get 
their hands dirty. They know that all it takes is 
a single leafleting or press release to a local 
newspaper, and the liberal watchdogs more or 


less compensate for their lack of a street 
presence by exaggerating HF strength. 
Although their movement hasn't shown signs 
of coalescing, new satellite organizations have 
‘appeared’ in the Kitchener-Cambridge and 
Toronto area. The 'Canadian Heritage 
Alliance' and the ‘Canadian Ethnic Cleansing 
Team’ are two that have made headlines with 
virtually zero effort. 


These front groups, quite literally maintained 
as ‘fronts* by lone rangers, all take their lead 
from the HF strategy - one of lobbying public 
pressure on the government on racial issues by 
way of simple but persistent ‘common sense* 
arguments. By debunking the liberal nature of 
government-induced multiculturalism 
programs and the banal ‘cultural diversity’ 
thrust of the trendy Left, the HF largely 
disarm their noisiest opponents. With the 
debate crouched in their own terms, they can 
maintain a low-level campaign relatively 
unmolested, manipulating liberal detractors at 
every turn, until such a time when they could 
very well find themselves where they left off - 
building for an electoral strategy at a local 
level. 

But as we have witnessed over the past few 
years, government policies have already 
ratcheted further to the right in response to 
‘public pressure’ - in total absence of a Far- 
Right party or organization (in spite of four 


HF travelers of the Canadian Alliance being 
ejected by the party and allegations that they 
had advised the Alliance on immigration 
policy (National Post, 18.6.01)). Is the HF 
cause for alarm? Some might find it 
interesting to note that the leaflet, circulated 
by HF supporters in Kitchener, Windsor and 
Halifax as well as Hamilton, doesn't once 
actually mention stopping non-white 
immigration to Canada. In fact, their 
overall argument for immigration reform 
presents itself with an almost sober 
rationality. Almost. By fanning the 
flames of public paranoia, under the 
veneer of equal rights for whites 
(regardless of class), the inherent 
message is ‘non-whites out’. 

Liberal anti-racists and experts in the 
field of ‘hate’ criminology tell us that 
this message is a view held only by 
‘extremist neo-nazi’ groups like the HF. 
Equally useless specimens maintain that 
it is all whites who are racist, in effect 
bom that way. Both sides of this coin - in 
the event that communities rip 
themselves apart on racial lines - insist 
on accrediting the HF for the damage wrought. 
But is that credit they will actually deserve? Is 
the HF not merely serving as the catalyst by 
which the debate is accelerated? 

IMMIGRANTS WELCOME HERE? 

A public forum entitled “Who Should get into 
Canada?” convened in response to the recently 
proposed Immigration and Refugee Protection 
Act, took place in Toronto at the end of 
February. The forum heard that “Aw economic 
downturn could produce a backlash against 
immigrants despite opinion polls showing 
Canadians' positive attitude toward 
immigration at an all-time high ” (Toronto Star 
- 1.3.01). 

In the past year, Canada has raised its 
immigration targets, forecasts estimating the 
country will take in as many as 235,000 
newcomers in 2002. The long-term goal of 
Citizenship and Immigration Minister, Elinor 
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Caplan is setting annual immigration at 1 per 
cent of the population - roughly 300,000. The 
primary objective of this goal is increased 
economic prosperity via imported labor. John 
McCallum, Liberal member of Parliament for 
Markham and former chief of the Royal Bank 
of Canada, cites the advantages of increased 
immigration in terms of maintaining ‘market 
clout’ and building a ‘replacement 
professional class workforce’. 

With Canada’s ‘braindrain’ phenomenon of 
most skilled workers relocating to greener 
pastures in the US, the country is faced with 
an aging population and sinking fertility rate. 
Recent arrivals to Canada soon discover that 
for all their high expectations, “the poor 
Canadian economy, government cutbacks, and 
barriers such as the lack of access to suitable 
employment and housing in The Toronto 
Region - combined to make settlement much 
more difficult.” (Maytree Foundation report 
on Implications for Immigrant Settlement). 
The lack of consultation groups with 
experience in refugee issues and the necessary 
budget to handle the applications fairly, 
quickly and thoroughly has resulted in an 
increase in immigrant smuggling, 
accompanying health concerns and hostilities 
towards the new strain of arrivals. 

Indeed, that government policies demonstrate 
little regard for the social integration of these 
immigrants comes as no surprise. Their track 
record with people already living here speaks 
volumes. Toronto's homegrown housing crisis 
has led directly to an out-of-control homeless 
problem that's only getting worse. This past 


winter, independent volunteer groups were 
stretched far beyond being able to properly 
shelter and tend to the city’s homeless. 
Toronto’s shelter system is currently 
accommodating more than 2,000 family 
members in rooms, shelters and out of town 
motels. Over 900 people are staying along 
Kingston Road alone, its motel hostel system 
currently at breaking point after a recent wave 
of refugee claimants landed in Toronto 
seeking asylum and shelter. Roughly 70% are 
Roma from Hungary, numbering up to 400 
from last year. Hostel manager John Jagt 
states: “We’re not saying these people 
shouldn't be let in ... we’re saying (federal 
immigration authorities) need to know that the 
local services in Toronto are tapped out.” At 
time of writing, the city has even resorted to 
relocating newcomers to equally under¬ 
equipped cities outside of Toronto. 

With little in the way of resources to begin 
with, it’s only fair to assume there will be 
heated competition for them between two 
groups of people with rights and needs in the 
asylum issue. As a matter of practicality, 
immigration target assessments need to 
account for the capacity of ‘host’ communities 
to absorb newcomers. It may seem comical 
that within a country the size of Canada - 
albeit a landmass mostly uninhabitable - an 
anti-immigrant outlook can take root. What 
isn't so funny is the condition of communities 
already suffering as a result of overstretched 
services and gentrification, the same 
communities where immigrants are inevitably 
‘settled’ (out of sight, out of mind) by the 
government. In these areas, the Heritage Front 


can build on the antagonisms that often result. 

Placement of refugees in already deprived 
areas can lead to a recipe for racial conflict. In 
August of 1997, an influx of Roma refugees 
were housed in Scarborough's motel hostel 
system to await processing. Resentment 
against the Roma in the area grew as myths 
about them ran rampant. A handful of fascist 
skinheads held an impromptu picket in front 
of the Lido Motel, and ended up in court 
adding further insult to injury. In March of last 
year, when the case came down to a debate 
over the textbook meaning of ‘Gypsy’ and 
whether or not it was directed as a slander, 
charges against the six were dismissed, 
acquitted by the judge on grounds that “there 
is no evidence that the Roma are similar to, 
the same as, or related to the Gypsies.” Cited 
was a lack of expert evidence! There certainly 
didn't seem to be any question of the term 
when used by a prominent public official who 
had only earlier issued derogatory statements 
to the press portraying the ‘Gypsy’ family unit 
as a criminal element. 

So, while immigration targets have been 
increased in order to ‘keep up with market 
demands’, the government has, on the other 
hand, moved to resuscitate a ‘get tough’ 
strategy with its borders. Framing immigration 
as an issue of national security, clampdowns 
such as these become tacit government 
support for the racist premise that foreigners 
bring misery. In the summer of 1999, roughly 
600 illegal migrants from Fujian province 
arrived on Canada’s West Coast. The main 
reaction came from Ottawa as the government 
made overtures to public outcry over 
smuggled immigrants by threatening to tighten 
the borders. 

In April of last year Elinor Caplan introduced 
Bill C-31, the proposed Immigration and 
Refugee Protection Act. This legislation was 
in large measure a response to the widespread 
concern generated by immigrant smuggling, 
fired up by the usual allegations of abuse of 
Canada’s refugee program. The bill shielded 
the Liberals from right-wing criticism that 
they were ‘soft’ on refugees and smuggled 
immigrants. Although it was squashed when 
the October 2000 election was called, the 
legislation has been reintroduced as Bill C-ll. 
The Canadian Bar Association responded: 

“Immigration officers would be given 
draconian powers more suited to Stalin's 
Russia than to Canada if a proposed 
immigration bill goes ahead. ... In a breach of 
civil liberties, it would give immigration 
officers unrestricted powers to arrest and 
interrogate foreign nationals and permanent 
residents (Toronto Star, 16.3.01) This law- 
and-order immigration bill was passed in the 
_ fcont’d next pagel

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House of Commons in June. Since then it's 
been business as usual. 

Posed the question, ‘Who should get into 
Canada?’ the HF replies: ‘whites only’. The 
government sticks to its policies of selection, 
applying temporary band-aid solutions to the 
problematic symptoms of immigration rather 
than treating the larger epidemic. The Far 
Right are practically the only ones consistently 
and unrelentingly asking the nagging 
questions on people's minds. Where is the 
progressive alternative? Clearly, an alternative 
analysis to immigration, unemployment, 
crime, and other important social issues is 
sorely lacking. 

CAUSE FOR ALARM 

“There is no one on the national stage ringing 
the alarm bells for Euro-Canadian rights, 
except the Heritage Front. The Canadian 
Alliance? whom some had hoped would at 
least stem the flood of anti-White policies in 
this country have so far shown they prefer to 
be part of the establishment. They have 
expelled members from the Alliance for little 
more than believing in White rights, they had 
the most amount of non-whites run for them 
across the country, and they unashamedly 
neglected the Euro-Canadian vote. 
Unfortunately, it seems the Alliance prefers to 
kiss up to the ethnic vote as opposed to stand 
in Parliament as a voice for the majority in 
this country ” (statement on HF website, 
15.1.01) 

Alarm bells should be ringing. That the HF are 
the only ones claiming to speak in the interests 
of white working class communities, makes 
them by default, the only ones who stand to 
win those people over to their argument. 
Despite the fact that the HF are politically 
ultra-conservapve and only seek to reform the 
system they claim to oppose, the main 
constituency they bid for live within poor 
white communities abandoned by both the 
mainstream politicians and the Left. 

The politics of the mainstream Canadian 
Alliance, regardless of how well in the polls 
they may be scoring, have a significant 
resonance in Canada. If the mainstream 
political parties have failed people in these 
communities, where will the ’radical’ 
alternative be sought now? Certainly not on 
the left where its most liberal excesses so 
arrogantly lump working class whites in the 
category of racist. And although the HF really 
has nothing substantial to offer working class 
people, they at least claim to. 

Outrageous as it sounds, the easy ‘footholds’ 
the HF latch on with are the same ones the Far 


Right across Europe have repeatedly 
succeeded with; simply by being the only ones 
speaking on the matter. A significant and 
credible left-wing alternative has been wholly 
absent and the opposition has gained ground 
by default. Judging from the state of affairs in 
Europe, the liberal anti-racist strategies 
employed by the Left haven't worked. They 
aren't working here either. 

The rise of the Right since the mid-70s has 
corresponded with a complementary decline 
of the Left, as the latter has consistently lost 
credibility within its traditional base of 
support - the working class. Although race has 
been the cornerstone of Far Right thinking and 
ideology in North America and Europe for 
decades, the strategies the Left employs in 
absence of a class dimension have been 
inadequate responses at best. The conscious or 
unconscious racializing of every political 
situation by liberals of all stripes has only 
provided the Far Right with an easy opening. 

Groups like the Heritage Front have 
successfully countered the liberal anti-racist 
mindset by appropriating the arguments of 
cultural diversity and separatist logic to suit 
their own agenda. It’s proven to be an easy 
battle for them to win. An example of this has 
been the steady HF assault on the concept of 
multiculturalism. Borne of the notion that 
society functions normally as it currently 
stands; that racism must somehow be a social 
deviation that can be eradicated with ‘good 
manners’ rather than political need, 
prefabricated multiculturalism is politically 
flawed; flawed by simple deduction that it can 
happily coexist alongside racism. The HF has 
correctly highlighted this fault line and 
exploits it. The Left defends it as moral law 
without hesitation. 

Anyone who’s grown up in a mixed-race 
neighborhood knows that the way of life in 
these communities owes absolutely nothing to 
pre-fab notions of multiculturalism, its anti¬ 
hate public service announcements in bus 
shelters and tokenistic methods of inclusion 
rejected with just as much skepticism by 
newcomers to Canada. Immigrants have at 
times described our ‘unique multicultural 
mosaic’ as one of ‘voluntary segregation’ and 
‘pan-intolerance’. Race is a reality in North 
America that can’t be overlooked. But, 
although the reality is that many communities 
within our midst are living worlds apart, the 
lines of division aren’t strictly racial ones. In 
cities like Toronto, the upwardly mobile and 
chronic poor can often be found living in the 
same areas, gentrification so blatant it's 
tantamount to social apartheid. 

The issues of race and class are 


interconnected, and that is how they should be 
tackled. Race cannot be allowed to become the 
defining factor. To attain any sort of 
credibility, we need to extend pragmatic 
support to all sections of besieged 
communities, enforcing the isolation of 
organized reactionaries (and criminal 
elements) within those communities. In terms 
of anti-fascism as a ‘stepping stone to broader 
struggles’, this is where the beginning of that 
new chapter begins, a new phase of work in 
every way more difficult and trying than the 
last. 

With all other contenders insistent on 
supplementing racial solutions for economic 
problems, the natural role of the anti-fascist is 
instead one of transforming the political 
playing field altogether. Where there is high 
risk of a racist backlash, we need to ‘diffuse’ 
racial flare-ups and bring a much-needed class 
perspective into the debate. Although the 
politically organized (HF, etc.) are more a 
symptom than cause, it should be our side that 
poses the questions and seizes the initiative in 
direct competition. With or without the likes 
of the Heritage Front, there will be a steady 
increase in the growth of reactionary ideas. 
The Far Right can be allowed to tap into it and 
exploit it at their leisure, or a genuine 
progressive alternative can stem the flow 
elsewhere. □ 


POLITICALLY FLAWED? 

~Often betw een groups one looks in vain 
for the quality that Canadians seem to 
value above all - tolerance... But not only 
have we surrendered a great deal of 
ourselves in pursuit of the ideal - Christmas 
pageants have been replaced by 
‘Winterfests’; the anti-racist Writers Union 
of Canada sanctioned a 1994 conference 
which excluded whites - but tolerance itself 
may be an overrated quality, a flawed 
ideal. 

The late novelist Robertson Davies pointed 
out that tolerance is but a weak sister to 
acceptance. To tolerate someone is to put 
up with them; it is to adopt a pose of 
indifference. Acceptance is far more 
difficult, for it implies engagement, 
understanding, an appreciation of the 
human similarities beneath the obvious 
differences. Tolerance then is superficial - 
and perhaps the highest goal one can 
expect of Canadian multiculturalism .”

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SIGNS OF ATTENTION DEFICIT SYNDROME 

The April 18th edition of the Toronto Star carried an article entitled, “Signs of trouble for road program 
- Waterloo unwittingly accepts alleged supremacist group,” detailing how the region had accepted an 
application from the local Canadian Heritage Alliance to participate in the “adopt-a-road” program. The 
scheme itself involves placement of a road sign bearing the name of a community group that commits 
them to regularly cleaning a designated stretch of roadway. The publicity stunt, mimicking a similar 
ploy by an American Klan outfit last summer, effectively stirred up the media coverage it sought. 
Despite coverage the following day announcing the sign had been removed, the Toronto Star and the 
Kitchener-Waterloo Record reprinted viewpoints and quotes verbatim from the CHA website not once 
(19.4.01), not twice (18.4.01), not three times (27.2.01), but four times (24.2.01). Not a bad result for a 
group that's done nothing apart from whining for attention. Care to publish some of our views? □ 


A TALL TALE OF TWO CITIES 

“Tom don't have to look far in Canada, to the province of British Columbia, where crosses are being burned on 
lawns in Prince George as we speak ”, was the remark made by Hedy Fry - Secretary of State for 
Multiculturalism - in the House to mark this year’s ‘International Day for the Elimination of Racial 
Discrimination’. Within moments, the community in question reacted in stunned disbelief. Municipal leaders in 
two B.C. cities demanded written apologies for the slur against their communities when it was confirmed the 
allegations were entirely made up. Fry followed up with another fib claiming she had been written to by the 
mayor of said community asking for help in dealing with racism in his city. Where fascism has played the race 
card to provoke debate and rile up controversy, liberal supporters of ‘cultural diversity’ (often not rooted in 
disaffected communities of any colour) play it more often to avoid the real issues altogether. □ 


4 CAN WE AFFORD NOT TO DO IT?’ 

“The safety of Regent Park residents in their own neighbourhood depends on a 
visible and sustained police presence .” (Gordon Chong, Metro Toronto Housing 
Corp. chair, Toronto Star, 17.7.01) 

Nine homicides have occurred in 51 Division so far this year, primarily drug and 
gang related. Violent anti-social crime is on the rise and young people are 
increasingly winding up in jail, “costing the system between $60,000 and $100,000 
per year”. Of course providing decent activities and services to begin with would be 
a lot cheaper in the long run. but we're told the problem can be resolved by beefing 
up police foot patrols and security cameras. Is the solution really that simple? The 
demand that Regent Park residents deserve ‘same security’ as those in other areas is 
valid, but police are in the business of social management - not upliftment. Most 
cases involving gang murders have been given next to no police attention. 

In order that a real lasting solution is to be found, the root of the problem needs to be identified. Without question, the rise of the 
criminal class has been primarily attributed a total lack of amenities in working class communities - no services to match basic 
needs. Of course this is no excuse for low-life behavior and gangsterism but if there were at least some constructive alternatives, 
anti-social crime would be reduced. Forging better ‘relationships’ between the community and police isn't going to happen, so let’s 
invest where it matters More funding directed to childcare. More transitional housing built for street youth. Reduction or 
elimination of user fees for city-run facilities and recreational services. Extension of the hours of recreation centers and libraries. 
Crucially, we also need to find ways of building initiatives that lead to self-empowerment at the community level. After all, 

“Clearly it is no longer realistic to expect that the police will be solely responsible for controlling crime and disorder, or for 
solving the many other acute problems that plague communities." (Police Chief Julian Fantino, May 99, edition of The Police Chief) □ 

EXTREMELY UNINFORMED 

“But a more salient question, unaddressed in the axalanche of media coverage 
surrounding Quebec City, is this: how is it that extremists found on both sides 
of the ideological continuum — the far-left and the far-right — have joined 
forces to oppose liberalized trading rules? ... I suspect that ordinary 
Canadians are rather fed up with the sort of " confrontation" being threatened 
by the likes of the Council of Canadians, or their equivalents on the other side 
of the political spectrum. / suspect that if it has succeeded in unifying so many 
lunatics, left and right, globalization can't be such a bad thing after all .”

Although operating to different game plans, currents opposing globalization in 
these and other anti-WTO protests consist of Left and Right as well as Center. 

While this has certainly led to troublesome characteristics in orientation, 
particularly the tactical success of the Left at the expense of its political

opposition to unsavory elements on the Right, Kinsella wrongly sums up the collective 
reaction as a by-product conceived by a ‘two-sided coin’ of political extremism. Not only is 
the right/left analogy a typical liberal response, it’s a flawed one. Over-simplifying the 
question of the left surrendering ground to the right, he points instead to baseless allegations 
of a broad convergence between the right and left ‘evidenced’ by violence as the prevalent 
tactic. One assumes Kinsella does this out of an uninformed political outlook, but considering 
he once acted as campaign adviser to Liberal Prime Minister Jean Chretien... □

TO BAN OR NOT TO BAN 

A four-year case before a human 
rights tribunal draws to a close 
without the participation of its 
central figure, Holocaust denier 
Ernst Zundel. The case, launched 
in August 1997 by Sabina Citron 
(Canadian Holocaust 
Remembrance Association) and 
the City of Toronto Mayor’s 
Committee on Community and 
Race Relations, considers the 
banning of ‘hate literature’ 
emanating from the US-based 
Internet ‘Zundelsite’. 

Past episodes of the public 
‘Holocaust debate’ with Ernst 
Zundel resulted in two major 
trials, numerous appeals, and 
extensive media coverage. These cases literally placed the Holocaust 
on trial, a public spectacle that gave legitimacy to the idea that there 
were actually two equal viewpoints being debated. Zundel fully- 
expected and welcomed the attention at each juncture. Dubbed, ‘the 
P.T. Barnum of holocaust denial’, he quickly became infamous for his 
wacky publicity stunts at court appearances. 

Stripped of his Canadian citizenship, Zundel chose to abstain from 
attending the process this time and is believed to be living somewhere 
in Tennessee with his new wife, Ingrid Rimland - the supposed 
‘webmistress’ of the site in question. Zundel’s lawyer (and 
sympathizer) Doug Christie claim the tribunal had no control over 
messages emanating from the website. Lead counsel claim the tribunal 
does indeed have jurisdiction because the site can be accessed in 
Canada through telephone lines. 

But this time around, it's more than the Holocaust on trial. According 
to Zundel's liberal opponents, this case is expected to “provide a guide 
on whether hate literature is permitted on the Internet in Canada.” The 
repercussions of which w ould presumably be international. Bemie 
Farber, executive director of the Canadian Jewish Congress took it 
further, stating to the press: “This will become the map for how the 
Internet will be used in the future.” < Toronto Star, 27.2.01) A bold 
claim indeed. 

If Zundel’s creed of denial garnered pseudo-legitimacy from past 
cases going to trial, this case has taken it one step further in the wrong 
direction, opening up another diversionary can of worms: proposed 
regulation of the Internet! Zundel couldn’t have choreographed it 
better himself. Harking back to the early beginnings of community 
campaigns against the propaganda peddler, the overall strategy was 
never one of ‘gag and removal’, knowing full-well that an exiled 
Zundel would only to root himself down in someone else’s backyard.

Is banning an effective method of countering fascist 
propaganda? When one considers the nature of such 
‘professional’ anti-racist solutions, the criminal laws and 
groups authoring them always seem more likely to infringe 
upon the welfare of militant anti-fascism rather than 
concentrate on its most vehement opponents. B’nai Brith 
Canada hosted an ‘International Symposium on Hate on 
the Internet’ in September 1997, meetings in Toronto 
featuring ‘closed sessions’ for police intelligence units and 
lectures by international intelligence ‘experts’. Treated 
from a criminal perspective, attempts at dealing with the 
threat in an effective political manner become effectively 
sidelined. 

All too often, opponents of the Right are deemed to be 
more deserving of prosecution. Perhaps because they 
threaten liberal dominance? A fairly recent example is the 
case of the ADL (Anti-Defamation League), who hired 
intelligence agents to illegally collect confidential 
information from government files and law enforcement 
organizations on groups including the African National 
Congress. American Indian Movement and the Assn. Of 
Vietnam Veterans - in all. over 800 primarily left-wing 
groups and individuals (LA Times 28.9.99) So much for an 
organization supposedly set up to sen e the interests of 
those oppressed by ‘undemocratic' forces! 

In order that fascism stays beaten, it must be beaten 
politically. Neither the state (operating from a criminal 
perspective), nor the liberal Left (operating from a moral 
perspective) are capable of achieving this. Moreover, the 
constant framing of the Holocaust ‘question* on purely 
ethnic grounds only serves to compound the problem. 
Integral to the holocaust deniers’ allegations is the view 
that WWII was essentially a conflict between two peoples, 
the German and the Jew, each with its own “constellation 
of allies*'. When liberal groups bend over backwards to 
affirm this conflict in terms of the Jews being the sole 
recipients of fascist terror campaigns, using all 
conservative means available to stifle other viewpoints in 
the process, the class nature of the Hitler regime is 
conveniently airbrushed out of the picture. 

Verdict: Holocaust remains on trial regardless of ban. □

Fair enough. Maybe the guy honestly wants to turn his life around. And perhaps 
faced with the glaring lack of sensible alternatives to ‘defect’ to, the man can’t be 
knocked too hard for approaching, heart on sleeve, ‘political opposite’ Bemie 
Farber of CJC fame to grease the wheels of his conversion. But having been in a 
position to get clued-in - albeit, in an unforgiving environment - he's still 
pondering life, scratching his head for answers where they aren't likely to be 
found.

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OUT IN LEFT FIELD 



A recent Internet discourse between Chicago's 
anarchist Arsenal magazine collective and 
England's Anti-Fascist Action (AFA) calls the 
strategies of militant anti-fascism into 
question. But the question isn't what militant 
anti-fascists are doing wrong, moreover what 
are liberal anti-racists doing right? The point 
of contention for the Americans was one 
particular point gleaned from the AFA 
response: 

“While the author believes anti-fascists should 
orientate towards the Left’s latest project, ‘the 
developing anti-capitalist, direct action 
movement’, AFA and Red Action would 
argue that the orientation must be directly 
towards working class communities. This is 
where the far-right are to be found ... It is in 
fact in the political strategies being worked 
out by w orking class militant anti-fascists that 
a successful antidote to the rise of fascism will 
be found, not in the traveling circus 
performing at Seattle, Prague, Nice, or 
wherever.” 

The Arsenal collective respond: “It’s our sense 
that the position you [AFA] articulated is 
much more popular in Europe than in North 
America.” 

The question we might counter-pose is this: Is 
the problem itself more popular in Europe 
than in North America? Considering the 
steady rise of the right and complementary 
decline in the left, Europe if anything, should 
serve as advanced warning. The question 
being debated here is simple. What strategy 
should militant anti-fascists be working to? In 
an attempt to face up to “tough questions 


about its [ARA - Anti-Racist Action's] anti¬ 
fascist work”... and the nature of its 
relationship with what's been dubbed the 
“Seattle movement”, the article authored by 
Arsenal offers a revealing look at current anti¬ 
racist strategies and why they are failing to 
make an impact. 

Their argument, whether it intends to or not, 
admits that ARA generally hasn't been 
prepared to take its militant anti-fascist 
convictions to logical conclusion - physically 
or ideologically. The case of John Butler is a 
recent example, and a chilling reminder that 
the state has its own agenda antithetical to that 
of militant anti-fascism. On July 4, 1998 anti¬ 
fascist activists Lin Newborn and Dan Shersty 
were victims of a brutal gangland-style 
execution in the desert outside Las Vegas. 
Butler, a neo-Nazi convicted last year for the 
killings was a confidential police informant 
before, during and after his brutal crimes. In 
response to the murders. ARA Las Vegas 
lobbied the police to solve the crime and 
confront the perpetrator(s). 



The ‘worst of all possible worlds’ for tenants 
in Toronto. Poverty is not the direct result of 
‘free trade’ or something just as vaguely 
defined as ‘globalization’. It’s caused by a 
capitalist system that is very much local. With 
so many activists traveling to other cities to 
fight Free Trade symbolically, surely then 
there should be no shortage of enthusiasm for 
a sustained campaign in our own 
communities? 


While it’s true that time and again, the second 
generation of ARA have chosen to ignore the 
serious implications of appealing to state 
agencies, it should be understood by all 
concerned that ARA, as a movement largely 
dominated by middle class left orientation, has 
chosen a path of lobby and protest. Just as 
their willingness to work with ‘anyone but 
fascists’ has often brought on board some very 
reactionary bedfellows, the accommodation of 
such methodology often falls in line with their 
objectives. ARA consciously mirrors its 
activities, posture and language on excesses of 
the liberal Left rather than set its own political 
agenda. Shopping a list of causes from student 
and environmental, down the line to anti¬ 
racism and anti-fascism - all proscribed with a 
uniform treatment: protest. 

When applied to anti-fascism, the best results 
one can expect from this treatment are 
symbolic in nature. The ARA movement is 
most well know n for follow ing the Klan all 
over the map. picketing them in front of 
courthouses from behind police lines - a 
predictably futile exercise questionably termed 
anti-fascism. While there are often notable 
exceptions to this type of stagnant activity, it 
should be noted that the inadequacies of 
current anti-racist strategies are not simply due 
to shortcomings in the physical force 
department. In the aftermath of recent anti- 
FTAA demonstrations in Quebec City, 

‘radical* sections of the participants - 
including ARA - gauged their overall success 
by the levels of confrontation achieved. Local 
news outlets also oddly cheered the fact that 
Canada is “finally becoming as rowdy as it’s 
European neighbors”. 

Given the literal renaissance of fascism across 
Europe, is the track record of the European 
left something worthy of replication here? In 
West Berlin, 2,000 left-wingers can protest in 
an anti-capitalist riot on the first of May every 
year, but in East Berlin the fascists conduct 
their own protest at the same time! In 
orchestra with the middle class left, students, 
greens, pacifists, and unionized labour, the 
anarchist 'black bloc' might seem impressive 
by visual contrast. But although such tactics 
had resonance in Europe, their lack of a class 
orientation surrendered initiative to the Far 
Right. Militant demonstrations flexing muscle 
on the streets have become the hallmark of the 
European extreme right - not left. Only for the 
right, it's proven more than a theatrical 
performance. If the Far Right decide that 
globalization is their issue, what sort of 
resistance will they be met with at street level?

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SYMPTOM OR CAUSE? 

On May 20, a Toronto Star editorial 
praises: “Blair leading Britain to 
multicultural chic”. Ten days later, in light 
of race riots in the town of Oldham, 
England, British Prime Minister Tony Blair 
assures his party faithful that the situation 
“is not typical of the state of race relations 
in Britain today”. While many point a 
convenient finger of hlame at the extreme 
right, England's Anti-Fascist Action offer 
an alternative viewpoint. 

AFA News: Oldham (30.5.01) 

“Police and council officials yesterday blamed 
the National Front and British National Party 
for stirring racial tensions” - Daily Mirror 
(29/5/01) 

“Nazis to blame for Oldham riots” - ANL 
[Anti-Nazi League] (28/5/01) 

While it is true that the Far Right are seeking 
to exploit the situation in Oldham, it is wrong 
to say they caused the problems in the first 
place. A recent report on the BBC showed the 
run down housing and lack of community 
resources in the working class areas of 
Oldham, and suggested they led to frustration 
in both Asian and white communities. And 
who is responsible for this state of affairs? The 
council. No wonder they want to blame the 
nazis. 

And the police, who in the Mirror editorial, 
supporting their handling of the riots, suggest 
“must do an equally good job in cracking 
down on the racists who cause them in the 
first place”, also have good reason to blame 
the Far Right. Lee Jasper, interviewed in the 
Guardian (29/5/01), talked about policing in 
Oldham when he was growing up: “Once my 
mother was trying to find out why I was in a 
police car. She was told by the officer: ‘Fuck 
off, you nigger bitch’. Police response to 
victims of racial attacks was: 'If you don’t like 
it, move.” 

The Socialist Alliance, missing the 
opportunity to put forward a class analysis 
have opted instead for race. In a statement put 
out on 28th May they fall into the inevitable 
trap. In a typical display of indifference, they 
manage to alienate further sections of the 
white community by seeming to justify the 


attack on an elderly white man. An SA 
spokesman said: “While the isolated attack on 
an elderly white man in Oldham was given 
extensive and sensational publicity, the more 
numerous attacks on Asians in the Oldham 
area have gone largely unreported.” 

They continue: “Since the police began 
compiling reports, their statistics have been 
massaged to show 60% of racial attacks as 
Asian on white. This is in complete 
contradiction to the trend elsewhere.” It may 
well be in contradiction to the trend elsewhere, 
but to dismiss it out of hand convinces no one. 
Where is the evidence to show it isn't true? 



Have all the attacks on whites reported in the 
press been made up? The danger is that the 
Left are seen to be inconsistent. Racial attacks 
by whites, bad. Racial attacks by non-whites, 
don't happen. Anti-social crime by whites, 
bad. Anti-social behaviour by non-whites, 
doesn't happen. It is this failure to look at the 
situation from a working class point of view 7 
that allows the BNP to be seen as the only 
party prepared to stand up for the white 
working class. The BNP understand this and 
they have exploited it. As the BNP organiser 
for Oldham said: "The media have a duty to 
let us speak for our community.” Why is it the 
fascists who are taking the initiative in 
Oldham? Where are the proposals from the 
Left? 

It is the absence of any progressive voices 
coming from either the white or Asian 
working class communities that allows the 
BNP to make the political running. While 
everyone else runs round in circles the BNP 
have put forward ‘radical’ proposals. 
Introducing new ideas and at the same time 
being seen to represent the white community, 
they said: “BNP activists are calling for calm, 
and the party will later today start a campaign 


calling on people to protest against Asian 
racism peacefully, by boycotting Asian 
businesses, rather than by confrontation and 
violence.” Nick Griffin, BNP leader and 
Oldham candidate, added: “We would 
advocate that Asian people should move out 
of predominantly white areas and white people 
should move out of Asian neighbourhoods, 
and walls can be erected to keep the peace.” 
Ironically this echoes the views of the chair of 
a government advisory body on housing, 
Parmjit Uppal, who said “the voice of the 
black housing sector in Britain is saying 
segregation is not necessarily a bad thing.” So 
how could the advocates of black segregation 
not support the demands of the BNP? And 
what would the ANL have to say about this? 
They say the BNP’s housing suggestion would 
lead to “apartheid as a prelude to a Nazi 
genocide.” 

The appearance of the Far Right has proved 
convenient for many, but it has allowed the 
focus to shift away from the real problems. 
Where communities are divided along racial 
lines, and the only ‘organised’ presence is 
either criminal or reactionary, then Oldham 
won't be a one off. AFA has said many times 
before that ‘multiculturalism’ as a political 
strategy leads to competition for resources 
between different racial groups. And worse 
than that, as a Daily Telegraph columnist 
wrote in the Guardian (29/5/01): “Worse still, 
this celebration of ethnic diversity has tended, 
pointedly, to exclude only one ethnic tradition 
- Englishness (or sometimes, more loosely, 
Britishness)... the non-appearance of the word 
English in an academic book I have w hich 
purports to celebrate Britain's various cultures. 
English ungood.” And you wonder why the 
BNP are gaining support? 

We need to start building in the community*, 
around the issues that effect the community . 
We need to re-establish that any hope for a 
progressive alternative to the reactionaries of 
all colours is not to promote our 
differences, but to find what unites us. □

Washington’s ‘Private 

Warriors’

As drug trafficking death squads 
linked to the military and the 
ruling elite lay waste to Colombia’s 
countryside, the Bush 
administration is turning to 
“plausibly deniable” privateers 
supplied by U.S. corporations to 
eradicate a decades-long 
insurgency by leftist guerrillas 
under cover of Washington’s “war 
on drugs.” 


called “Andean Counterdrug Initiative”. 
Buried within the appropriations bill is 
language not only giving the executive branch 
broad authority to dispatch as many 
mercenaries as it desires, but to send them in 
heavily armed with broad rules of 
engagement. 

The main beneficiary of State Department 
largess is the Reston, Virginia-based 
DynCorp. A Fortune 500 company, DynCorp 
has secured some $600 million in lucrative 
contracts—with little risk of oversight by a 
submissive Congress that does what its told. 
Currently the company has deployed some 80 
military and intelligence specialists in 
Colombia with more on the way—as many as 



Pentagon and CIA counterinsurgency 
specialists learned a crucial lesson from the 
Vietnam experience: when U.S. troops start 
coming home in body bags, public opinion 
heads south. In the Central American conflicts 
of the 1980s, Washington modified its 
Southeast Asian strategy of placing U.S. 
troops in the line of fire to one of funding, 
arming, training and deploying proxy armies 
to do the dirty work. 

* 

In Colombia today, the U.S. government has 
“outsourced” frontline duties to “civilians”. 
But-surprise-the “civilian” specialists are 
“retired” combat veterans working for U.S. 
corporations. Under contract to the State 
Department, U.S. mercenaries conduct aerial 
spraying of suspected drug crops, working 
closely with their Colombian military 
counterparts—a veritable Praetorian guard 
hired to defend extensive U.S. petrochemical 
and mining investments. These days the 
management of empire is a very private affair. 

“Plan Colombia,” a $1.3 billion boondoggle 
rammed through Congress last year by the 
Clinton administration, is expected to be 
enhanced when, as expected, legislators on 
both sides of the aisle hand the Bush regime 
an additional $676 million to fund the so-

300 according to a recent New York Times 


report. 

DynCorp operations are nominally supervised 
by a secretive faction in the State 
Department’s Narcotic Affairs Section and its 
Air Wing, staffed with unreconstructed cold 
warriors from the Central American 
interventions of the 1980s. Working hand in 
glove with U.S. military brass. Narcotic 
Affairs is supposedly limited to conducting 
drug war operations such as running aerial 
fumigation missions against drug crops. 

Reality however, has a strange way of 
intruding into the best laid plans. Given the 
corrupting influence of a $3 trillion annual 
global drug trade, it was no surprise when 
reports surfaced that some DynCorp 
employees might be dabbling in narcotics 
trafficking themselves. 

As a July 3, 2001 article in the New York- 
based weekly The Nation revealed, last year 
the Colombian National Police (CNP) 
intercepted and opened a U.S.-bound Federal 
Express package at Bogota’s El Dorado 
International Airport. According to a DEA 
report obtained by The Nation under the 
Freedom of Information Act, the parcel 
“contained two (2) small bottles of a thick 


liquid” that “had the same consistency as 
motor oil.” The DEA reported that the 
substance “tested positive for heroin” and that 
the “alleged heroin laced liquid,” soluble in 
motor oil and thus, easily extracted “weighed 
approximately 250 grams.” 

According to investigative reporter Jason 
Vest, the package belonged to an unnamed 
DynCorp employee who was sending the 
parcel to the company's Andean operation 
headquarters at Patrick Air Force Base in 
Florida. Corporate spin doctors denied the 
samples contained heroin and tried to blame 
the Colombians use of “faulty equipment” for 
producing “an incorrect reading.” The U.S. 
Embassy in Bogota, while not blaming test 
results on faulty equipment were 
clueless as to the eventual fate of the 
seized samples. The terse statement 
closed by saying the embassy “has 
asked the CNP to clarify the status of 
any investigation of this matter.” 
Translation: “we don’t know and 
don't want to know.” 

Nearly two decades ago, Lt. Col. 
Oliver North dreamed of conducting 
U.S. foreign policy with “off-the- 
shelf, stand-alone” entities immune 
from Congressional oversight or 
troublesome questions by journalists 
or the American public. “Plausibly 
deniable” corporations such as DynCorp seem 
to fit the bill. □

Hero or Villain? 
The Legacy of 
John Brown 

May 9, 1800 - Dec. 2, 1859 


“Hold on to your weapons, and never be 
persuaded to leave them, or have them far 
from you. ... Stand by one another and by your 
friends, while a drop of blood remains, and be 
hanged if you must, but tell no tales out of 
school. Make no confession. Union is 
strength.” 

Over a century has passed since the Civil War 
in America abolished legal slavery and began 
the emancipation of the black race from the 
dominating grip of America and Europe. 
Official North American history maintains 
that it was Abe Lincoln who freed the 
oppressed - albeit passive and unresisting - 
slaves. Not so. Rather than fighting to free the 
black nation, the Civil War was fought to 
consolidate gains of the settler nation. In 
lesser-known fact, the Civil War was 
precipitated by a resistance movement that 
aimed to hasten the arming of slaves towards 
their eventual victory over oppression. 


The man who spearheaded 
this resistance was John 
Brown, veteran of the anti¬ 
slavery guerilla war. Bom in 
Torrington, Connecticut in 
1800 - the same year of an 
attempted insurrection of 
slaves in Virginia - John 
Brown grew to become a 
recognized leader of the 
Abolitionist movement in the 
US and Canada, rallying 
popular support and finances 
towards the fight against 
slavery. October 17, 2001 
marks the 142nd anniversary 
of his raid on Harper's Ferry. 

In the 1850s there were two 
vital questions facing all 


people in the U.S.: the political/economic 
conflict between the southern slaveocracy and 
northern industrialists, and the future of eight 
million enslaved Africans. In 1850 a law came 
into play known as the Fugitive Slave Act. 

The Act, declaring that a runaway slave could 
be seized and re-enslaved without trial, 
essentially bestowed all whites with the power 
to police blacks. In 1854, Congress passed the 
Kansas-Nebraska Act, which included a plan 
for “white popular sovereignty”, meaning that 
white people living in the territory would vote 
to decide its political and economic future. 

In response to these and other severe laws 
already in effect, John Brown worked with 
runaway slaves to organize an armed self- 
defense ‘band’ in Springfield, Massachusetts. 
During the mid-1850s battles were raging in 
the state of Kansas between ‘free state settlers’ 
and pro-slavery mercenaries. The Missouri 
Border Ruffians - a southern pro-slavery army 
with 3,000 members - waged a terror 
campaign across the border, burning and 
pillaging anti-slavery settlements in Kansas. 

Farms and entire towns became armed camps, 
yet many Kansas settlers refused to arm 
themselves against these terrorists. They 
believed they could appeal to the southern 
slaveowners to change their ways, or that 
Congress might intervene. It wasn’t until May 
1856 that they began to seriously weigh the 
merits of passive resistance and take Brown's 
advice seriously. The town of Lawrence had 
been burnt to the ground and anti-slavery 
Kansans were left unprepared. Brown swiftly 
amassed a small army and made plans to 
attack the slavers at the town of Pottawatomie. 



The pro-slavery terrorists were subsequently 
captured, brought to the woods and shot. Four 
months of successful guerrilla warfare 
followed. A member of Brown’s armed band 
gives insight to the temperament of the 
organization in action: 

“Occasionally Captain Brown gave us 
directions for our conduct during a fight, for 
attack and retreat. Time and again he 
entreated us to never follow the example of the 
border ruffians, who took delight in 
destruction; never to burn houses or fences, so 
often done by the enemy. Free state people 
could use them to advantage. Repeatedly he 
admonished us not to take human life except 
when absolutely necessary. Plunder taken 
from the enemy should be common property, 
to be used for continuance of the struggle; 
horses to go to recruits, cattle and provision 
to poor free state people .” 

The culmination of the Kansas campaign came 
on August 30, 1856, at the Battle of 
Osawatomie, when 30 of Brown’s troops beat 
back 400 pro-slavery troops. Seventy slavers 
were killed or wounded. Five free state 
fighters perished. It was a decisive battle in 
the drive to abolish slavery. However, 

Brown’s ultimate plan was to seize enough 
arms to outfit the slaves. He was certain that 
even a small force could hold its own while 
operating from a mountain fortification and 
provide sanctuary for liberated slaves. Given 
access to a proper supply of arms, they would 
be able to fight until they won independence 
and freedom. In plotting a military operation 
along the Allegheny Mountain chain. Brown 
selected Harper’s Ferry, Virginia - site of a 

large federal weapons complex 
- as a suitable base. 

John Brown spent the following 
year recruiting for and building 
his army. His forces consisted 
of both white and black 
Northerners, including many 
runaway slaves. In May 1858, 
he called his followers to a 
Constitutional Convention in 
Ontario, Canada where a 
“Provisional Constitution and 
Ordinances” was adopted. This 
provisional decree was to serve 
as law of the land once the 
liberation army had created a 
new government. Brown was 
elected Commander in Chief of 
this provisional army.

“We, Citizens of the United States, and the 
Oppressed People, who, by a recent decision 
of the Supreme Court are declared to have no 
rights which the White Man is bound to 
respect; together with all other people 
degraded by the laws thereof, Do, for the time 
being ordain and establish ourselves, the 
following Provisional Constitution and 
Ordinances, the better to protect our Persons, 
Property, Lives, and Liberties; and to govern 
our actions. ...” 

On the night of October 16, Brown led a small 
unit across the railroad bridge and into the 
town, quickly taking it over. The first phase 
was over. Then he made a fatal mistake - he 
waited. He had wanted to first seize as many 
guns as possible from the armory, then use the 
position to recruit the town’s free blacks and 
slaves to his army, and thirdly; to use the raid 
as propaganda which would inspire 
sympathetic whites to undertake other bold 
actions against slavery. By midday the militia 
had moved in and sealed off all escape routes. 
Brown's army put up a fight when US Marines 
arrived, but they were soon captured. 

A month after the raid Brown and five other 
men were indicted for treason, conspiring with 
slaves to rebel, and murder. For attempting to 
hasten the slave revolt, John Brown was 
hanged on Dec. 2, 1859. After the war, black 
soldiers were disarmed, the Klan rode, and 
slavery was exchanged for sharecropping and 
segregation. Had the raid on Harper’s Ferry 
succeeded, history would look different 
indeed. However, while the raid was a military 
failure, it made America realize that slavery’s 
end would inevitably be violent. In this sense, 
it was a political success. North American 
history books paint John Brown in the light of 
a fanatical madman. But as black historian 
W.E.B. DuBois writes in his book John 
Brown, 

“If his foray was the work of a handful of 
lunatics, led by a lunatic and repudiated by 
the slaves ... then the proper procedure would 
have been to ignore the incident, quietly 
punish the worst offenders and either pardon 
the misguided leader or send him to an asylum 
... While insisting that the raid was too 
hopelessly and ridiculously small to 
accomplish anything, the state nevertheless 
spent $250,000 to punish the invaders, 
stationed three thousand soldiers in the 
vicinity and threw the nation into turmoil .” 

The legacy of John Brown remains. His 
actions instilled a sense of what can be 
accomplished when those with common 
interests stand together and fight. □ 


It's not our place to suggest the tactic of 
protest is a misplaced one, just that it becomes 
irrelevant if isolated from the people and 
issues ultimately concerned. Where is the 
supposed ‘developing anti-capitalist 
movement’ if not on tour? The ‘show’ of 
strength might be there, but has anyone 
seriously addressed the question of how to 
stop fascism long term by replacing it, or 
fighting the direct effects of local capitalism 
on home turf? Demonstrations must be a part 
of a wider strategy that gets implemented first. 
Why hasn't such a strategy crossed the minds 
of anyone involved on the so-called ‘radical’ 
pole of the left? 

The original Toronto ARA charter once stated: 
“ARA will expose and oppose organized 
racism and hatred through education, mass 
action and support of broader anti-racist 
action .” That charter has since been changed 
to: “ ARA came together in 1992 to show [our 
emphasis] the strength of our opposition to 
fascism, as well as our commitment to a multi¬ 
racial, multi-cultural, sexually diverse, 
liberated and fun society .” News flash: society 
is already like this! At what point did the left 
cease acting in the interest of the oppressed 
and instead adapt to defending the way of the 
status quo? Chicago ARA. who seem to be the 
fresh exception to the ARA standard, draw 
attention to the need for a progressive 
alternative: 

“The important task for radical anti-racists 
and anti-fascists is to build a stronger 
political challenge to the organized racists. 

We need to keep up the pressure on the 
ground, but it is also essential for us to create 
a vibrant alternative. As people look for 
answers to their dilemmas and concerns, we 
must attempt to build new paths that can be 
successful challenges to the racism and 
violence of the fascists” 


The remnants of the ARA Network would do 
well to listen. As some observers have already 
noted, the anti-WTO issue is in danger of 
being pulled onto the terrain of the Far Right, 
just as anti-NATO ‘Green’ movements in 
Europe were. When right-winger Pat 
Buchanan is cheered as a champion of 
ordinary American working class families in 
his admonishment of the WTO, there is cause 
for alarm. The Left haven't so much as 
blinked. The Right, on the other hand, haven't 
missed a trick. 

The role of anti-fascists should naturally be 
one of immersing themselves in the business 
of transforming the political playing field. 

This can only be achieved through long-term 
commitment on the real frontlines: working 
class communities. If the Far Right are 
allowed to build towards their version of anti¬ 
globalization alongside that of the left, the 
Battle of Seattle will be seen as a signal flare 
of the left's final defeat rather than its so- 
called fiery rebirth.

Settlers revisited 


an Interview with author J« Sakai

This short booklet produced by 
Solidarity Publishing consists 
of an interview with J. Sakai, 
author of ‘Settlers, Mythology 
of the White Proletariat’, a 
groundbreaking book for the 
North American left in the 80s. 
Predictably, most of the left 
misread the point of the book 
completely, using it to justify 
the application of race-only 
strategies against organized 
white supremacy. Within the 
first paragraph of his interview 
here, Sakai sets the record 
straight: ‘7/ wasn't about race. 
but about class. Although 
people still have a hard time 
getting used to that - it isn’t 
race or sex that’s the taboo 
subject in this culture, but 
class” 

That cleared up. Sakai goes on 
to explain what went into his 
study on the impact race has 
made on class relations in 
America. The interviewer asks 
a good round of questions, 
prompting clarification on 
some of the crucial, if 
controversial, issues raised. To 
the question ‘how is settlerism 
different from racism’, Sakai 
replies, “ Racism as we 
experience it today didn ’t exist 
before capitalism ...To 
Europeans before modern 
capitalism the most important 
‘races ’ were what we would 
call nations ”. Describing the 
setter societies of North 
America in contrast to the 
European experience, Sakai 
explains that in the US, 
“settlerism filled the space that 
fascism normally occupies. ... 
there was no mass movement 
for fascist seizure of power

‘When Race Burns Class’ 

itself. Nor was the ruling class close to implementing 
fascism .” Why? “ There was no class deadlock 
paralyzing society. ... They hunted down the Black 
Panthers and the American Indian Movement like it 
was deer hunting season, while white America went 
shopping at the mall - all without needing fascism.” 

Sakai goes on to dismiss the misread notion that his 
study suggests racial issues should take precedence 
over class issues. “ Why should it be so hard to 
understand that capitalism, which practically wants to 
barcode our assholes, has always found it convenient 
to color-code its classes?” Sakai’s best example of race 
as a capitalist means of control is laid bare in his 
analogy of Northern Ireland, “supposedly a “religious ” 
or “ethnic ” conflict between Catholic Irish 
Republicans and Protestant Loyalists ... Actually, this 
has been an up-front class conflict between British 
capitalism *s historic settler garrison population (the 
Prots) and the historic colonial subjects (the 
“Catholics j. Both sides European, both “white”. The 
Northern Ireland Protestant settler working class has 
always had relative privilege, including the best jobs... 

Irish revolutionary Bernadette Devlin McAliskey 
picked up on this same comparison in real class when 
visiting the U.S. in the 1970s: “/ was not very long 
there until , like water , I found my own level. ‘My 
people ’ - the people who knew about oppression , 
discrimination prejudice , poverty and the frustration 
and despair that they produce - were not Irish 
Americans. They were black. Puerto Ricans , 

Chicanos. And those who were supposed to be ‘my 
people \ the Irish Americans who knew about English 
misrule and the Famine and supported the civil rights 
movement at home , and knew that Partition and 
England were the cause of the problem , looked and 
sounded to me like Orangemen. They said exactly the 
same things about blacks that the loyalists said about 
us at home.”” 

In general terms, Sakai’s analysis suggests the 
colonized people in US history have been the 
proletariat, while the white working class has been a 
labor aristocracy. He explains, “This has been 
camouflaged in capitalist history by retroactively 
assigning white racial membership to various 
european immigrant peoples who weren't 'white' at the 
time.” In Settlers Sakai states, “This labor aristocracy 
of bribed workers is not neutral, but is fighting for its 
capitalist masters ” and quoting Lenin, “No preparation 
of the proletariat for the overthrow of the bourgeoisie 
is possible, even in the preliminary sense, unless an 
immediate, systematic, extensive and open struggle is 
waged against this stratum ...” 

So, as Lenin might ask today, ‘what is to be done?’ We 


seem to be dumped at a crossroads here when Sakai 
claims, “... radical and democratic change can only 
come against the wishes of the bribed majority .” Is this 
to suggest the white working class is immune to the 
effects of capital today? What of the unorganized white 
working class? The unemployed? Clarity on this subject 
is crucial because the Left has failed or refused to 
answer these questions in action. While there is no 
shortage of lefties eager to measure the divisions - real 
or perceived - between races, there aren’t many 
prepared to bridge them. The absence of an alternative 
approach suggests to me the all too obvious 
beneficiaries. 

Sakai acknowledges the problem in a criticism of the 
Left: “To believe what we're told, no one should want to 
organize or educate workers unless they can be sure 
that the entire class is 'bound for glory ’ as the main 
force for revolution! (which you won't see here in this 
lifetime, trust me). So the white workers as a whole are 
either the revolutionary answer - which they aren ’t 
unless your cause is snowmobiles and lawn tractors - or 
they're like ignorant scum you wouldn ’t waste your time 
on. Small wonder rebellious poor whites almost always 
seek out the Right rather than the left.” 

One particularly problematic aspect carried over from 
Settlers into this interview is Sakai’s maintenance of the 
term ‘White left', which I assume is meant to denote 
liberalism or opportunism on the organized Left. As 
such. I’m not sure what purpose is served in labeling 
the problem ‘white’ when the middle class Left today is 
more multi-racial than ever. But Settlers still stands up 
in terms of delivering a ‘people's history’ of the US, 
illuminating the use of race as a means of class control. 
As a guide to race and class in America, it’s proven less 
capable of standing on its own. But as Sakai says 
himself, “we need a better map of class.” 

How will this be mapped out? Some maintain that ‘the 
imperialist contradictions of oppressor and oppressed 
nations’ override ‘common working class interests’ 
when it comes to tactical unity around economic issues, 
even though both sides have a stake in the outcome. 
However, in a response to Settlers entitled, ‘Looking at 
the White Working Class Historically*. David Gilbert 
points out that “the predominance of white supremacy 
is not genetically determined nor is it earned in stone 
historically ” and that “A system of white supremacy that 
was historically constructed can be historically 
deconstructed .” Or, as De Niro’s safecracking character 
in the film The Score would put it, “Someone built it. 
Someone can unbuild it.” □
